REV. SHATFORD 

Spoke at University Service 
Yesterday Morning 

250 PRESENT

"There is no more splendid thuig 
n life than the pursuit of truth, and 
the real objective of life is truth. My 
object this morning is to reveal truth 
as it is iir Jesus." Thus spoke Canon 
A. P.. Shatford, who was the speaker 
yesterday morning at a special Uni 
versify Service held in the Union un- 
der the auspices of the S.C.A. Canon 
Shatford delivered a very inspiring 
and hopeful sermon, and one that con- 
tained a special message for the stu- 
dents of McGill. He used simple lan- 
guage, making no attempt to he rhet- 
orical, but trying earnestly to impress 
his point upon his hearers. 

The speaker took his text from the 
Epistle to the tiplicsians, chapter 4. 
verses 21 and' 25. lie occupied him- 
self almost entirely with truth, what 
it is, its relation In mankind, and 
truth as exemplified in the teachings 
of Jesus. "Truth." said Canon Shat- 
ford. "is not a matter of the intellect, 
of the mind and docs not concern it- 
self with a person's veracity. A man 
may be veracious and yet be the big- 
gest liar in the world. No, it is not a 
matter of any particular part of man's 
makeup, but of his whole personality, 
his whole being, and for all his fac- 
ulties. Truth cannot really be defined, 
because a definition limits. Truth is 
not limited: it is like a railway that 
has no terminus. Truth is Life. There 
is something in that, song of yours 
that says "It is not for knowledge that 
we came lo college." You come to 
college to seek truth; it is one step 
in the everlasting quest. Jesus said 
"I came into the world .... that 
I should bear witness lo the truth." 
And so. jf wo take—what we possess, 
and manifest it in our lives, we shall 
attain to the truth. Mold the truth 
that you have and live up to it. Jesus 
said "I am the truth." and he was. 
Truth covered the whole of his per- 
sonality. I'e men and women of truth 
always. But avoid Irgotry, and the 
opposite of it. skepticism. Don't ac- 
cept anything just because it. is pop- 
ular, and on the other h ind don't scoff 
Yon have the right to investigate and 
•iccept and reject, but do it reverent 
ly and with bared head. Do not be 
arrogant.- And finally, be men of

The Varsity basketball team gained an 
easy victory over the McGil quintette in 
the Hart House Gym at Toronto or. 
Saturday night, bv sending the visitor.? 
down to a 38 to 13 dofeat. 

In the opening minute of play McGill 
went to the ior.c when Manson ' opened 
the scoring by propping one in from the 
fifteen foot nujrk, and giving the 
Red and WtoIc*£ one point lead: Bui 
MeGill's advantage was not long lived 
for Stewart soon put the home team 
ahead with a beautiful goal from the 
floor and from then on the Varsity five 
gradually pulled away and kept increas- 
ing the margin until the final gong, with 
the visitors never threatening to wrest 
the lead from them. 

The shooting of the entire McGill 
team with the possible exception of 
Manson was off colour. The men seem 
cd unable to find the basket and tallied 
only four times from the floor, while 
their passing though good at times, was 
on the whole, far inferior to that dis- 
played by the Blue and White team. 

The defensive work of the McGill 
guards was very weak. Time and again 
the. Hluc and White forwards were left 
uncovered within the shadow di the 
basket and seven of Toronto's goals re 
suited from the guards failing to cover 
their men. 

The home team displayed a smoothly 
developed combination, their men ap- 
peared lo be all over the floor, and their 
passing was perfect. Their forwards ha:' 
an eagle eye for the. basket and their 
shooting was faultless. 18 baskets be 
ing registered by the winners. Stewart 
the star forward led the scoring wit 
seven goals to his credit, while Smith 
his team-mate was not far behind with 
a total of five. P>cll the lanky centre, 
caged three goals from the floor but his 
foul shooting was very poor, only two 
of his seven trys falling through the 
net. 

Particular mention should be made of 
a'Vrsity's excellent defensive play.

A term familiar to all, a quality found in most, something a 
sense of which is necessary to self-respect, an absolute essential in 
a university student who has been really educated, not merely 
taught. 

Miose arc some of the things that can be said about honour 
at the first juncture. One might enter too upon a long and not un- 
profitable discourse concerning its origin and its changing meaning 
throughout the centuries of time, changes in particulars only for 
its general prhciplcs remain the same then, now, and forever. But 
our endeavour is rather to prove our thesis, to show its necessity 
to a college man and to discover whether there is any lack of it.

Which is all true. However, the world of today needs glorious 
successes, men who can distinguish the right from the wrong in 
favour of the former; men who can be relied upon to do the right 
thing, the chivalrous thing; men who would scorn any mean or un- 
derhand deed ; men who bear no blots of dishonour upon their 
escutcheons. J ; or such men are naturally looked to as leaders. 
They stand head and shoulders above the masses as individuals of 
worth and trust. And to become such should be the aim of every 
college student. To turn out such should be the aim of every insti- 
tution of higher learning. Wherefore is a goodly share of honour 
necessary among college men. 

Is there any lack of it? At first there conies a resounding 
chorus of "No." The extensive participation in competitive sport 
goes a long way in the direction of making this true.

PHYSICISTS HEARD 
R.V. RADIOLOGIST 

i • 

Dr. Pirie Snoke on X-ray 
Technique 

Dr. Pirie of the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital spoke at the 1:1st meeting of the 
Physical Society on "Some Recent 
Improvements in Medical N-ray Tech- 
nique, and Some Medical X-ray prob- 
lems Still Unsolved." He first show- 
ed and explained the Patter-Buckey 
diaphragm for X-ray' photographs. 
Part of the rays arc dispersed within 
the body of the patient, and in ordi- 
nary work of this kind fog the plate 
so that sharp shadows of the bones 
arc not obtained. This diaphragm, 
consisting essentially of a number of 
straight lead strips arranged perpen- 
dicularly to the surface of a cylinder 
the 'axis of which passes through the 
anti-kathode, cuts out sixty or seventy 
per cent of the diffused rays. The dia- 
phragm is moved by clockwork dur- 
ing the exposure so that the strips 
do not appear on the 1)1.110. Dr. 
Pirie exhibited a , radiograph taken 
without the device and a number of 
much sharper ones taken with the 
diaphragm. 

The speaker nèxt touched on the 
methods of 'sensitizing the photo- 
graphic plates and films by means of 
fluorescent screens and gelatine films 
containing fluorescent substances. 
As these fluorescent materials are 
opaque to light the gelatine contain- 
ing them must be so prepared that it 
will dissolve off in warm water at a 
temperature at which the photograph- 
ic gelatine proper will be unaffected. 
Dr. Pirie then described the three 
methods of measuring X-rays now in 
use: by color changes in barium plat- 
inocyanide, by the measurement of 
current consumption, and by ioniza- 
tion. None of these is entirely satis- 
factory, and moreover a measure of 
biological effect of Roentgen rays is 
required for medical work. Dr. Pirie 
appealed to the Society to devise a 
simple, rapid' and trustworthy means 
of X-ray measurement. He hoped 
also that someone might suggest a 
way of protecting the doctor and pa- 
tient from any possible injury due 
to the high voltages used in some of 
the machines. 

The speaker also referred to the 
use of X-rays in picking out an old 
picture done in metallic pigments, 
from behind , an imitation "old mas- 
ter" painted with aniline colors. He 
exhibited' an iron casting with a flaw 
in it, which was discovered by means 
of very "hard" rays. 

These subjects were taken up at 
some length in., the discussion which 
followed Dr. Pine's acidrrcs

Dear Sir:-* 

For some few days past k committee 
of students has been at work with in- 
creasing propaganda collecting money 
from the students at the University in 
aid of destitute students in Central Eu- 
rope. 

While no doubt the supporters of this 
project arc sincere we arc convinced that 
their efforts arc-misdirected. Let us 
look at the facts. Never in the history 
of this our own city of Montreal has 
unemployment been so rife, never before 
have poverty and destitution played 
such bavoc with the industrial classes 
as during "the present winter. This de- 
plorable state of affairs exists in spite 
of the , up j'-.!ng dtforts of numerous 
charitable organizations each one of 
which is constantly appealing to the 
public for help. 

This situation notwithstanding a col- 
lection is being made in the interests of 
students in Central Europe among whom 
are included Germans and Austrians. 

In view of the fact that so many of 
the imortiploycd arc returned' soldiers 
and that these men, whose health and 
occupations would now be intact were 
it not for the aforesaid Germans and 
Austrians, arc reduced to selling news- 
papers at street corners and even worse, 
docs it not seem a crying shame that our 
meagre philanthrophy should be so mis- 
directed. 

Wc arc informed that by giving 
to this (fund wc may conceivably 
be fostering an embryo prime minister. 
Conceivably therefore wc may also be 
aiding the education of expert chemists 
to the development of some new and 
more hellish form of poison gas. 

In yesterday's editorial wc were 
greeted with a headline which read, 
"Lets Go Over the Top," presumably to 
the above objective. The use of this 
phrase at this particular time was to say 
the least unfortunate. Another catch 
phrase which those behind the project 
have seen fit to employ' is, "Student help 
Student," that is we suppose that stu- 
dents as a class should help each other. 
This distinction between -students and 
the community as a whole is greatly to 
be deprecated. Wc arc an integral part 
of Society in general 1 and we belong to 
the community in particular. Surely 
then Mr. Editor it is for us, in so far 
as wc are able to give aid directly to our 
less fortunate brothers and sisters here 
in Montreal, rather than to a fame the 
justice of which is entirely questionable. 
How much more worthy- of the organ- 
izers of this campaign would it be for 
them to devote their energy towards the 
succour of the suffering and the desti- 
tute who daily confront us

come through. Time after time he re- 
ceived knocks on his injured shoul- 
der but refusing lo leave the ice, came 
back with more determination each 
time. His stickhandling was the most 
brilliant that has Iwccn seen in ama- 
teur ranks for a long time all three 
McGill goals being the direct result 
of his spectacular slick work, lie also 
directed most of the plays on the ice 
and was an inspiration to his team- 
mates. 

'Matty" Dincen and "Boo" Ander- 
son played their usual consistent 
game, the latter combining in great 
lylc with Flanagan on a number of 
neatly executed combination plays, 
two of which resulted in Flin's scor- 
ing. 

Both Matty and Boo did some very 
effective checking.. Little Jack Lynch, 
also performed well while he was on. 

McGcrrigle and Dempsey on the 
defense made a creditable showing 
considering their lack of experience. 
The latter in particular, breaking up 
i number of plays which seemed 
threatening. Walter Stchson 'had a 
hard day's work in goals, and wea- 
thered through several very heavy 
storms. 

The victors were without the ser- 
vices of Lang try and Carson. but 
neither of these men were particular- 
ly missed. Sullivan, in goals made his 
debut in great style. The three goals 
which he did allow were close lo im- 
possible shots to slop. Hudson, who 
replaced Carson at centre, played the 
best game nil" his career. lie was the 
mainstay of the Varsity team and 
scored three of his team's points on 
lone rushes.. 

Ramsay also performed brilliantly 
tor the winners, scoring his teams two 
prettiest goals within a space of about 
■ten seconds. Westman. Stow Brown 
and Ned Wright all gave good ac- 
counts of themselves. 

Three thousand spectators witness- 
ed the contest. 

A dcta'lcd account of the play- 
follows : 

First Period. 

Ramsay started activities by a 
flashy rush down the ice but was un- 
able to penetrate the defence. It look- 
ed dangerous for a moment when Re- 
feree Sproulc ordered a face off in 
front of the McGill net after Stenson 
had thrown the puck into the corner; 
but the defence men covered the goal 
effectively.

The speed of the Varsity wings was 
giving them a great advantage over the 
Red and White forward line. But Dincen 
and Anderson were doing some pretty 
checking. Stenson ran out ami forced 
Hudson to shoot wide after the latter 
had .got by the defence on a pass from 
Westman, Anderson and Flanagan fo 
lowed with a promising rush down the 
ice, but Boo fell when he was about to 
shoot. Flin also lost his footing on this 
play and it looked dangerous, when the 
home team, made a speedy three man 
rush down the rink with 'the two McGi 
wings sprawling on die ice. Dempsey 
saved the situation by breaking up the 
play cleverly. Boo cleared the puck in a 
dangerous mix-up in front of the Mc- 
Gill goal. Flanagan and Anderson com 
bined but Boo missed the net.

Second Period

for a few minutes, and Stenson was 
kept on the alert.

He 
intercepted a number of opponents pas 
cs, did some very effective checking and 
himself went down the ice several 'times 
After 4 minutes of play, Anderson and 
Flanagan went down, and when Sullivan 
saved on the hitter's shot, Boo caught the 
rebound and pushed the rubber into the 
net between Sullivan's skates.

Ram- 
say came down and shooting from out- 
side defence sent one, waist high into 
the net, ten seconds later he repeated the 
performance, taking puck from the face 
off, stickhandling his way through the 
defence and beating Stenson. Varsity 4, 
McGill 1. 

Flanagan was hurt again and Lynch 
replaced him, Jack was very plucky but 
his lack of weight was a handicap and 
he took a number of bumps. The shoot- 
ing of (he McGill team was away off 
color at this stage. Flanagan returned 
and Lynch was given a hand as he left 
the ice. Matty Dincen and Westman then 
engaged in something which resembled 
a wrestling match over the puck behind 
the Varsity net, the McGill man finally 
securing i:. Ramsay and Bcattie then 
combined, and the latter scored just be- 
fore the gong Varsity 5' McGill 1. 

Third Period. 
Flanagan secured the disc and waded 
his way through the defence only to lose 
what appeared to be a sure goal by 
ovcrskaling the. puck. Flin was unabie 
lo put the breaks on after a speedy ex- 
cursion down the ice and bumped into 
Sullivan forcing him jnto the twine. The 
McGill man spent sometime apologizing 
to the Varsity goai keeper and after 
shaking hand Flin went about his busi- 
ness. .Flanagan was forced to retired 
again. For the first five minutes the 
battle was waged entirely in the 
'Varsity 'territory. Stenson not being 
called upon to make a single stop. 
McGill had the best of the play by 
some margin. Shag was unable to 
hold Flanagan on the. bench, and 
the McGill star went on again. 
Hudson then went down and got his 
second goal by sending a bullet shot 
into the net from outside defence.

In four minutes "Boo" and "Flin" 
engineered another pretty combina- 
tion play, Flanagan fooling 'the de- 
fence and putting one .past Sullivan 
Varsity 6; McGiM 2. 

:\ minute later this pair tried the 
ante play and Flanagan showing the 
prettiest piece of stick work in the 
game fooled the Blue and White de- 
fence and drawing Sullivan to ouc 
ide tallied his third goal.
